or ice.

Military Personnel 
Bound From Tokyo to 
Korea Give Up Arms 


PANMUNJOM (/P) —Mili- 


tary personnel heading for 
Korea from Japan were or- 
dered to give up arms and 
ammunition at Tokyo's Tachi- 
kawa airport tonight amid 
mounting reports that a Ko!i 
rean truce may be signed 
within a matter of hours. ' 


An important announcement ex- 


pected from Gen. Mark Clark's 
Tokyo headquarters was delayed 
at the last minute without explan- 
ation. 


No Hint 


There was no hint as to _wjiat_ 


the announcement would be, but 
Clark might announce the time for 
signing an armistice halting more 
than three years of bloodshed. 


Allied and Communist liaison of- 


ficers who met five times at Pan- 
munjom today were reported to 
have wrapped up final details of a 
truce and completed plans for the 
signing ceremonies. 


The sound of gunfire provided a 


backdrop for the liaison officers 
as Chinese Reds stormed three 
hills held by U. S. Marines only a 
few miles away. On the battered 


Central Front fighting dwindled on 
what appeared to be the eve of aa 
armistice. 


Exact arrangements for the sign- 


ing were top secret but informed 
quarters indicated original plans 
for the top military commanders 
of both sides to appear at Pan- 
munjom have been changed and 
the truce negotiators will sign in- 
stead.

For that reason, don't pile them 


on top of each other. And never 
leave a record of any size on the 
phonograph's changing mechanism 
because it is liable to droop out of 
shape.

Records should be stored verti- 


cally and on edge in their original 
containers or suitable albums. This 
is particularly necessary for the 10 
and 12-inch records. Small, ex- 
tremely lightweight -iS-r.p.m. rec- 
ords have a raised label area so 
that'they may, in a pinch, be piled 
up without damage. 
'Excessive heat will also wreck

Taxes and the National Debt 


It is quite generally recognized that the present scale of 


federal taxes is at such a level that it kills the incentive to 
work and produce, to save and invest. Every individual who 
pays taxes spends almost a third of his working time earning 
the money, with which to pay these taxes. 


The excess profits tax on corporations—which has now 


been extended another six months and which, after all, is paid 
by individuals, because there is really no such thing as a cor- 
poration tax—penalizes success. 
If the management is en- 


ergetic and ambitious enough to make more money, it is 
taken away from the corporation by the federal government 
and is therefore not available for business expansion or for 
distribution to the stockholders as dividends. It also induces 
wasteful and extravagant habits on the part of management 
which would not be countenanced under an equitable tax rate. 


• There is, therefore, every argument in the world for tax 
reduction. 


• But at this point, we run head on into the question of 


balancing the national budget. It has been balanced in only 
three of the last 23 yar?. A whole generation of Americans 
has come of age under a deficit financed government. If we 
were to pay federal taxes for the next 23 years at a rate of 
510 bilhon a year more than the government spends, we would 
still not reduce the federal debt to where it was when this 
generation of young Americans was born. In these 23 years 
federal deficits have totaled §241 billion. 


We wound up the last fiscal year, ending June 30th, with 


another whopping deficit of approximately $9.4 billion 
The 


federal debt, now standing at about S267 billion, will be in- 
creased within the next six months to where it will crowd the 
statutory debt limit of $275 billion. 


We are paying interest on this debt at the rate of ap- 


proximately $65 billion a year.

Whrn a cause can be 
discovered, of course, this ohould 
be treated as indicated, but when 
not, little can bo done except, per- 
haps, to use drugs of the bella- 
donna family which, however, must 
b* given with care and cannot b* 
used for an Indefinite period of 
time.

kidneys and 


bowels. For this purpose a chemi- 
cal subManco developed during 
World War H. commonly known 
a* BAL, is probably t'h« most 
promising. Hith regard to the 
duration of symptoms, one can 
only say that they may ].,t for 
weeks or months, and the kidneys 
may remain permanently damaged 
to a greater or lesser degree. I 
should like to be more encouraging 
about this condition, but the impor- 
tant thing Is to avoid poisoning 
from arsenic In the first place.

Senate proposal "a sneaky, crook- 
ed" way to get a pay raise with- 
out voting directly on the issue. 


He told newsmen he doubted 


the bill would get serious consid- 
eration.
